might yet be fufficient to convincé the candid, that 
good order is purchafed-at half the price which has 
been paid for anarchy.

We are happy to learn, that accounts were yefterday 
received that the packet which was carrying General 
Koehler and his brother officers to the Continent, was 
feen {tanding in for Heligoland ; fo that thern is every 
reafon to hope that all the paflengers embarked in the 
veffel are fafe. 

It is faid that Admiral Lord Nelfon intercepted forre 
difpatches from the Dire€tory to Buonaparte, in which 
they informed him that they were preparing to invade 
Piedmont, and afterwards to attack Naples. 

We are concerned to learn that Sir Edward Berry 
has had a relapfe of “his fevere indifpofition, and is in 
fuch an indifferent {tate of health, that his phyficians 
have ordered him to go immediately to Bath, for which 
place he fet off this morning. 

The gallant veteran Earl Howe is one of the per- 
fons advanced in life who have fuffered much from the 
late fevere feafon. 

The Duke of Wirtemberg has put the Hereditary 
Prince, his fon, aged 17, under arre(t. He is clofely 
guarded a prifoner in the Caftle at Stutgard, and a puard 
is appointed to watch him. M. de Phal, who is fufpea- 
éed of having feduced the young Prince, and Major Rhe- 
der, are alfo arrelted. It is faid the young Prince with- 
ed to efcape frommhis father’s dominions. 

Nothing further has tranfpired refpedting the intelli- 
gence faid to. have been received by Government from 
France. No Paris papers of a later date than the Gch 
inftant have yet got into circulation. ; 

Lord Camelford was yefterday again brought up to 
the Secretary of State’s Office, but did not undergo an 
examination. The attempt of his Lordthip to pafs over 
to France was a mere aét of indifcretidn, to which he 
is fuppofed to have been prompted by a too ardent defire 
to perform fome feat of defperation, by which, bc thought, 
the caufe of Earope might be effentially ferved, Little 
doubt is entertained of his Lordfhip’s intellects being in 
a deranged ftate, and therefore it is fuppofed the refult 
of the deliberations on his ‘cafe will be, an order to pto- 
vide him with proper medical affiftance. 

Lord Camelfotd’s fhip, to which he was appointed 
fome time fince, is the Charon of 44 guns, going out 
with {tores to the Mediterranean. - AV new Captain is 
expeéted to be appointed, in confequence of his Lord- 
thip’s indifpofition—fhe is now at Spithead, waiting for 
orders. 

Lord Thurlow is at ‘this time the largeft grafs and 
hay farmer near the metropolis; he occupies near 500 
acres of his own meadow land, and there is fcarely a 
dunghill on the Dulwich road but is the agricultural pro- 
perty of his Lordfitip. 

The laft American papers contain the following ex- 
tract of a letter of the 28th July 1798, from J. Wil- 
liams, Efq. agent for American claims in London :— 
‘© Since your departure, the Lords have done bufinefs 
as they aught to have done it long before. ‘They have 
re{tored in about 66 cafes ; ordered further proof in 20; 
and affirmed the condemnation of 14. Their prefent 
fefhon will end next week, to meet again in November. 
Forty cafes are fet down for that term.” 

M. le Niebhur, Counfellor of the King of Denmark, 
has juft publithed fome very judicious obfervations on 
the expedition of the French into Egypt. It is the 
opinion of M. Niebhur, that the firft objeé of Buona- 
parte was only to conquer Egypt, to eftablith himfelf 
there, and to make it a French department ; that his 
ultimate projeét might be, according to circumftances, 
to go and pillage Medina and Mecca, after having crea- 
ted a navy upon the Arabian Gulph ; and perhaps after 
this to attempt an excarfion to India. 

General Freff is one of the not leaft fuccefsful agents 
of the French. By his aid they took Holland, in the 
winter of 1794, and he now cuts us off from al] com- 
munication with our allies, at a moment the moft criti- 
cal and important to the general interefts of Europe. 

The héad-quarters of the army of England which 
were eftablifhed at Rouen, have been removed to Ren- 
nes, in order, fay the Paris papers, to draw nearer to 
the coaft, and guard again{t any enterprizes which the 
Englifh may attempt.

Generar Macponatp.—This General, who has 
lately diftinguifhed himfelf in Italy, is, as we have be- 
fore faid, of Scotcli extraction. He ferved in Holland, 
from whence he went intothe French fervice. He is 
a young man not above 34 years of age. He has preat 
military talents, and fome knowledge of taétics. He 
ferved under General Pichegru in 1794 and 1795, in 
the fituation of General of Brigade of the firft divifion. 
Though he commanded the ftrongeft column of the ar- 
my of the North, be {till dire&ted the movements of 
General Jourdan. After ferving with much diftinétion 
in the army of the Nerth, he was made a General of Di- 
vifion in the army of the Rhine. ‘There was in theEng- 
lifharmy an officer of the fame name. After the paffage 
of the Meufe the Englith officer went, it is faid, upon a 
parley to the French army.—** Youhave,” he exclaim- 
ed, “ a General among you of my name—we with 
much to take him.” “* Have a care,” faid the French 
officer, “ that he does not take you.” And, in faa, 
the very next day, the Englith officer was near being 
taken by the column commanded by Gen. Macdonald,

COURT OF EXCHEQUER. 

A caufe of great importance to the trading inte- 
reft, was tried in Exchequer on Thurfday aft, in 
which the Plaintiff was an Officer of Excife, who fued 
for penalties, and Mefirs. Haics, Dittillers, were De- 
fendants:—It was founded on an act of Parliament 
pafied on 2gth June lait, impofing an additional du- 
ty of one fhilling per gallon, on all fpirits found in the 
‘tocks of Distitcers and Deaers, upon the fir 
adtual furvey after the 13th of the fame month, in terms 
of refolutions of a Committee of Supply. 

The Deacers were confefledly uader furvey of the 
Excife, previous to the enactment of the 29th. The 
Distitrers had been free from every fuch fetter, fince 
the introduction of the fyftem of licenfe, which having 
laid the duty on the capacity of the flill, in place.of the 
quantity of the wath or the fpirits produced, rendered 
the interference of the Excifeman in taking flock for 
the prevention of fraud entirely unneceffary. 

By a fpecial claufe in the a& of the 29th of June, 
the diltiller was made liable thereafter to the vifits of 
the officer for this purpofe, which ws recurred to, from 
this additional duty being impofed on the fpirits manu- 
factured ; after the promulgation of this new law there- 
fore, the diftiller admitted himfelf fubject to furvey, but 
the Board of Excife having, feyeral days before the 
law was pafled, taken an account of the defendants 
flocks, by means of a military force, the plaintiff in- 
fifted that the defendant had forfeited the penalties, 
from not having profered the additional duties, in terms 
of this furvey, and agrecably to the foregoing ftatute. 

The defendants contended, that thefe were illegal 
proceedings, by which the diftiller could not be affec- 
ted, and the Counfel fcr the Crown candidly admitted 
that from the furvey founded on, unlefs warranted by 
the pre-exifting law there could be no fach retrofpec- 

tive quality, as demanded to be attached to it. 

The Lorn CuizFr Baron, in his addrefs to the 
jury, ioformed them that it was the opinion of the 
Court, that the powers , of furveying the flocks of . the 
diftillers were taken away by the introduction of the 
fy{tem of licenfe ;—that this mode of levying the duties 
might be termed not improperly a new agreement be- 
tween Government and the trader, the polterior prac- 
tice. warranting this explanation, and that indeed by 
fpecial enaétment in the laws of licenfe, defined powers 
were committed to the officers of Excife, to enter the 
premifles of the diftillers—not to take an account of 
their ftocks, but for other {pecific purpofes, : 

Confidering it as a queftion of law, however, his 
Lordthip fuggefted to the Jury the propriety of finding 
{pecially, for the decifion of the Corrt. 

The Jury returned a general yerdiét.in favour of the 
defendants.

gans, who has been [tationed there for a confiderable 
time pa(t, having under his command feven flat-bottom- 
ed veflels, mounting nine-pounders, two floops, carry- 
ing 18 pounders, and a few fimaller veffels with lighter 
guns, all belonging to the fettlement, did, on the 16th 
September, near St George’s Bay, engage the Spanifh 
flotilla, which had been reinforced with feven addi- 
tional veffels from Campeachy, amounting in the whole 
to twenty-eight fail, feveral of which were gun-boats, 
carrying two 24 pounders in their prow, and 18 pound- 
ers in their ftern ; and, by a judicious difpofition of 
his {mall force, Captain Mofs gave the Dons fo warm 
a reception, that, after a fhort engagement, they were 
compelled to retreat fhamefully, though fo very fupe- 
rior to the Britifh in force ; the larger veffels making 
off towards Campeachy, and the fmaller towards Bac- 
callar.
